NO MORE PRIVATE CARS 

ON ILLINOIS CENERAL 



Continuation of Democratic Policy 



Chicago, May 14.— The Illinois 
Central Railroad System, pursuing 
its policy of democracy, is changing 
the inscription "Private," which has 
heretofore appeared on the doors of 
cars used by officials of the Illiuois 
Central in traveling over the road, 
to "Office Car." 

President Markham says that the 
word "Private" is a misnomer so far 
as it indioates the purpose for which 
the cars on bis line are employed. 
He says: "The cars on the Illinois 
Central used dy the officials are not 
in the slightest sense the sauctuary 
which the word 'Private' implies. 
They are 'Office Cars,' pnre and sim- 
ple, and used tor the same purpose 
as the offices in the general head- 
quarters at Cbicago---to transact 
business with the public and our 
employes. The cars in question are 
in reality offices set on wheels, where 
the business of the compahy in its 
interual relations, as will as with 
the public, is conducted in practi- 
cally as great a volumn and with as 
much regularity as in the home of- 
fices of the respective officials who 
are assigned the cars. On this ac- 
count, the words 'Office Car' will 
convey the true purpose for which 
the cars are constructed, and not set 
up in the mind of anyone the Im- 
pression that the cars are used ex- 
clusively for the private advantage 
of the Individuals occupying same. 

"We thus hope to banish any feel- 
ing of timidity which may exist 
in the mind of an individual having 
business with our officials upon en- 
tering these cars." 
4 In traveling, officers will carry 
stenographers and clerks, map* and 
records for general business par- 
poses.
